SCHOOL REPORT. 


The School Board submit the following report for the year 
ending March 1, 1888: 

There has been but one change of text books, The Frank- 
lin Reader having been changed for the New Franklin 
Reader. We are convinced that this is one of the best of 
modern readers and in school work it has ‘given good satis- 
faction. The teacher of the East School has been Miss Ella 
A. Tilton, a graduate of the Salem Normal School. Having 
received the thorough training of that institution, which 
added to the experience of several years as a teacher, she has 
taken up the work of this school in an able and successful 
manner. Having a thorough appreciation and love for her 
duties as a teacher, she was able to excite in her scholars an 
enthusiasm for their studies and school duties that has been 
very pleasing. 

Nortu Scuoot—this school was taught for the year by 
Miss E. Josie Marston, of North Hampton. Miss Marston 
has had considerable experience as a teacher which, with 
her fine moral training renders her eminently fitted for her 
work. ‘The first term of this school had hardly got organized 
when a large number of scholars were obliged to be absent 
on account of sickness whicb prevented this term being as 
successful as it would have been. The second and third 
terms were very satisfactory. ‘The closing examinations were 
attended by many of the parents and friends of the school. 

Sourn Scnoor—Was taught by Miss Edith S. Brown, its 
former teacher. ‘The reputation of last year was fully sus- 
tained, the scholars making good progress. As the scholars 
on the average are younger than those in either of the other 
schools in town it requires a great deal of patience and per- 
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severance to accomplish the object in view. The absentees 
are altogether too common and a great neglect on the part of 
some in not sending their children to school regularly. This 
should not be the case. There are a few in this school that 
were not absent or tardy during the entire term. They surely 
deserve honorable mention. 

The school in the West District was taught by Miss Edna 
M. Hardy, a teacher of some experience. Possessing an easy, 
quiet manner, she soon gained the good will of her scholars 
and good progress was made during the year. 

The schools have continued throughout the year under 
the charge of the same teachers, which has made the 
duties of teachers and the work of scholars easier. We 
congratulate the parents and pupils on their increased inter- 
est shown by a more regular and constant attendance. The 
number not absent a single half day has largely increased, 
while others were only prevented by sickness and circum- 
stances beyond their control from being present each half 
duy of the school year. While we feel that the work may 
not be the best attainable, we are convinced that progress 
has been made and hope that both teachers and pupils may 
look to this year as one from which they have received both 
pleasure and profit. We would express the hope that the 
success that they have met with this year may prove an in- 
centive for thorough and effective work during the coming 
school year.

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ARTICLES IN WARRANT FOR ANNUAL TOWN MEET- 
ING. 
1. To choose a Moderator to preside in said meeting. 
2. To choose three Selectmen, Town Treasurer, and Clerk. 


3. ‘To choose a Collector of Taxes, and all other necessary 
town officers and agents for the year ensuing. 


4. To raise such sums of money as may be necessary for the 
support of schools; for paying the town debts and defraying the 
interest thereon, and for other necessary charges arising in said 
town; for laying out and repairing highways and sidewalks, and 
building and repairing bridges; for the maintenance of the poor ; 
for school-houses ; and to establish and maintain public libraries, 
cemeteries, and parks or commons, and to improve the same; to 
prepare and publish the early history of the town. 


5. To hear the reports of the Town Treasurer and Board of 
Selectmen to the Town Auditors; the reports of the Auditors, 
Agents, Committees, or other officers heretofore chosen or ap- 
pointed, and to pass any vote relating thereto. 


6. To see if the town will fund its debt, or any part thereof, 
and to pass any vote relating thereto. 


7. To see if the town will vote to instruct the Selectmen to lay 
out a highway in said town beginning at a Gate on the west side 
of the road near the dwelling house of the late John L. Perkins, 
and thence in a westerly direction to a stake near the residence 
of John Brown, when they shail be petitioned so to do. 


8. To see if the town will vote to instruct the Selectmen to re- 
quest the managers of the Boston and Maine Railroad to place a 
flagman at the Bremmer Crossing, so called, in said town.
